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INFECTIOUS  DISEASEo 

There  was  increase  in  the  number  of  oases  of  Scarlet  ever  cut 
there  was  no  defined  outbreak  a.nd  the  cases  were  distributed 
throughout  the  year  but  most  of  them  occurred  in  ohe  .uc^Li,.■ 

The  disease  was  of  a  very  mild  form*  For  a  few  weeks  during  rno 
year  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  unable  to  take  cases  os'j.ng  bs- 
shortage  of  staff  and  those  that  could  not  be  isolated  at  home 
were  removed  to  Monkmoor  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  i.'as  little  other  Infaotious  Disease,  lieaslef;,  Jhooi.in;?  Cough 
and  Pneumonia  all  were  oonsidera'oly  less  than  last  yco/r. 

Three  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified.  They  were  not  connected  and 
occurred  at  intervals  of  2  months  or  more  during  the  yeo.r.  /h...  j 
disease  has  been  more  prevalent  throughout  the  Country  during  the 
year  and  it  is  pro’oaole  that  there  were  more  cases  in  the  Town  , 
than  t.ere  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department, for ^ except 
perhaps  for  some  acute  symptoms  for  a  day  or  so  it  is  general-.y 
mild  form.  As  it  is  a  disease  usually  spread  by  food,  its  increase 
may  be  due  to  depleted  staffs  and  in  experience  of  those  handling  food 
both  in  transit  and  in  places  where  food  is  prepared  or  distnouted. 

The  attention  of  all  those  responsible  has  been  drawn  to  the  importance 
of  care  in  handling  food,  and  notices  put  in  proper  places  to  warn 
food  handlers  of  the  importance  of  the  cleanliness  of  the  haims.

There  was  an  increase  in  Tuberculosis,  chiefly  the  respiratory 
form,  among  men  in  the  services,  seven  of  the  nine  new  cases 
were  reported  from  the  forces.  This  may  be  due  to  a  break  down 
in  health  as  a  result  of  hardships  endured,  where  the  disease 
perhaps  was  latent;  on  the  other  hand  owing  to  medical  supervision, 
especially  the  mass  X-ray  exaiiiination,  cases  may  have  been  brought 
to  light  which  otherwise  might  have  cleared  up  without  recognition^ 
or  more  like ly|, have  been  discovered  later  when  the  disease  was  more 
advance d« 

FOOD  poieoiiiNa. 

In  July  an  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  was  reported  from  a  military 
camp,  milk  distributed  from  a  depot  in  the  Borough  being  the 
suspected  cause.  It  was  found  that  the  milk  came  from  four 
farms,  two  of  which  had  been  reported  the  previous  week  to  have 
had  cows  suffering  from  mastitis. 

Milk  and  possibly  some  custard  pcwder  appeared  to  be  the  only  foods 
which  had  been  consumed  by  all  the  patients  and  the  milk  supplied 
to  that  particular  unit  was  the  only  milk  not  scalded  on  arrival 
at  the  camp. 

Samples  of  the  milk  and  stools  of  some  of  the  patients  were 
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examined,  pus  and  streptococci  were  found  in  one  sample  of  milk. 
No  organisms  of  the  food  poisoning  groups  were  found  in  the 
milk  or  faeces. 

The  veterinary  inspector  visited  the  farms  concerned  and  isolated 
cov/s  suffering  from  mastitis^ 

Although  there  were  a  considerable  number  of  cases  the  symotoms 
were  of  a  mild  form  and  the  men  were  v/ell  again  in  two  daysc. 

Most  of  the  oases  occurred  on  the  first  day«  There  were  a  few 
on  the  second,  after  that  the  outbrealc  subsidedo 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  except  for  the 
presence  of  lead  v/hich  has  been  found  in  small  quantities  in 
samples  after  the  water  had  been  steinding  in  the  pipes  for  some 
hours,  and,  with  the  additional  supply  provided  by  the  Liverpool 
Corporation,  in  quantityc 

To  obviate  this  plumbo- solvency  permission  has  been  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  proceed  with  the  install9,tion  of 
a  plant  for  the  correction  of  the  pH  value  of  the  water o

■rne  Oorpore/oion  gathering  ground  and  impounding  reservoir 
at  Penygv/ely  together  with  the  storage  reservoirs  at  Mount  Road 
X^rovide  a  sufficient  supply  for  the  normal  requirements  of  the 
Olown  during  seasons  of  average  rainfall.  This  supply  oan,  at 


any  time,  be  augmented  by  drawing  250,000  gallons  per  day  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  Lake  Yyrnwy  Aqueduct,  this  latter  supply 
being  obtained  under  powers  granted  by  an  Act  of  Parliamento 
The  trea/bment  given  consists  of  an  average  period  of  seven  days 
storage  followed  by  rapid  filtration  and  chlorination  by  the 
Chloramine  system.  The  water  supply  to  all  parts  of'  the  Town 
is  constant  and  more  than  99^  of  all  dwelling  houses  have  direct 
supplies  or  standpipes  v/ithin  easy  reach.

During  the  year  two  inspections  were  made  of  all  the  dairy  herds 
supply  milk  for  consumption  in  ^swestry.

These 
examinations  revealed  mostly  the  presence  of  chronic  streptococcal 
mastitis  but  in  two  instances  'ICubercle  Bacilli  were  found  in 
the  milk.

under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  as  also  were  three  other  cows 
which  showed  symptoms  of  clinical  Tuberculosis  although  no 
germs  were  found  in  the  milk  sample  but  i7ere  present  in  the  sputum. 
All  the  animals  suffering  from  mastitis  were  isolated  and  only 
allowed  to  re-enter  the  milking  herd  when  treatment  had  been 
applied  and  no  more  streptococci  were  found  in  the  milk  sample.

streptococcal  mastitis  is  still  the  major  problem  in  the  milking 

herds  and^  owners  have  been  strongly  advised  as  to'  the  desirability

HOUSINGt 

It  is  nov;  possible  to  judge  the  housing  requirements  in  the  Borough 
as  shown  by  the  applications  for  houses  and  it  will  be  a  formidable 
task  to  meet  the  need  for  more  and  better  accommodation  of  so  many 
families.  The  largest  and  immediate  need  is  the  provision  for 
small  families.  Seventy  eight  percent  of  all  applicants  have  two 
children  or  less,  '3^1^  of  these  have  no  children  and  63^  are 
ex--service  men  and  v/omen,  the  large  majority  living  in  rooms. 

The  prospect  for  these  young  married  couples  without  children  is 
grim  and  must  fill  them  with  a  sense  of  frustration.  In  the 
letting  of  houses  with  two  bedrooms^ it  is  to  be  expected  that 
preference  would  be  given  to  families  with  one  or  two  children 
but  the  conditions  under  which  many  of  these  childless  young 
couples  are  living  make  then  hesiibeait  to  have  children  and  so 
a  state  of  stagnation  exists  which  is  fraught  with  most  serious 
consequences  to  the  young  people  themselves  and  society,  in 
considering  housing  programmes  and  the  letting  of  houses  their 
plight  should  not  be  ignored  for  it  concerns  the  survival  of 
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the  r3.o0o  In  the  realm  of  social  medicine  there  is  another 
prohleni  which,  owing  to  the  changing  age  structure  of  the 
population,  is  receiving  greater  consideration  than  it  has  done 
in  the  past,  that  is  the  promotion  of  health  and  happiness  in  old 
age,  and  an  important  factor  in  this  is  proper  housing. 
k  standard  now  generally  accepted  is  that  of  Council  Houses 
should  be  allotted  to  old  people  in  the  form  of  bungalows  or  flats. 

SAITITARY  INSPHOTQR»S  REPORT. 

HOUSING:* 

The  average  provision  of  houses  including  that  by  private 

enterprise  for  the  20  years  up  to  1939  was  a  little  over  33  a* 

yea^r.  Since  1939  not  a  single  house  has  been  built. 

In  Oswestry  the  need  for  houses  is  indeed  acute  and  in  fact  has 

been  for  many  years  proceeding  the  war.  The  question  of  providing 

a.dditional  houses  can  best  be  considered  in  the  light  of  existing 

low  standard  houses  which  have  long  served  their  purpose  and  are 

overdue  for  clearance  and  the  present  demand  especially  by  newly 

married  couples  and  others  accommodated  in  apartmentg,  premises 

over  and  at  the  back  of  shops,  also  those  which  are  overcrowded 

morally  if  .not  legally.  With  the  exception  of  12  houses  which 

were  built  and  let  at  an  economic  rent  all  the  houses  built  since 

1935  '*^y  "i^ke  Local  Authority  provided  for  re-housing  under  Slum 

Olearance  and  Overcrowding  programmes.  From  this  it  will  be 

seen  that  very  little  has  been  done  to  meet  the  incessant  demands 

\ 

of  the  other  sections  of  the  community.  The  Town  Council  has 
in  the  main  realised  this  and  has  considered  the  problem  as  follows

In  view  of  the  expressed  policy  of  the  Governiaent  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  50  additional  temporary  houses  which  were  anticipated 
in  last  year’s  report  will  materialise.  The  original  50  have 
now  been  erected  and  occupied.  The  land  for  the  first  100  houses 
has  been  secured  in  the  Shrewsbury  Road~Middleton  Road  area  and 
the  preliminary  negotiations  were  in  hand  for  a  further  51  acres 
to  enablvi  the  Council  to  complete  its  first  and  second  years 
programme  for  the  erection  of  4OO  houses  together  with  social 
and  recreational  facilities. 

Of  the  first  100  houses  10^  will  be  of  the  four  bedroom  type,  10^ 
of  the  Duplex  Type  a.nd  the  remainder  of  the  three  bedroom  type. 
The  three  types  will  be  on  tli©  dining  kitchen  principle. 

The  Bxc^equer  subsidy  is  £16-10-0  per  house  and  the  rate  subsidy 
is  £5-10-0  making  a  total  of  £22  per  house  per  annum  for  a  period 
of  60  years.  This  subsidy  may  only  be  available  for  houses 
completed  by  June  1947  subsidy  will  then  be  reviewed. 

At  a  public  meeting  held  in  January  the  St.  Oswald’s  Housing 
Society  Ltd.,  was  formed.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  it  was  decided 
to  appoint  an  architect  who  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  layout  of 
an  estate  of  approximately  5^  acres  on  the  left  hand  side  of 
Middleton  -Road  and  Cabin  Lane.  When  fully  developed  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  provide  for  approximately  4^0  houses 
and  provision  for  social  and  recreational  facilities.  Middleton 
Road  will  separate  the  two  estates.  This  enormous  and  welcomed 
scheme  supplements  the  work  of  the  Council  in  providing  houses 
for  the  Borough.  The  progress  in  both  cases  will  depend  on  the 
material  and  labour  available. 
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About  March  I946  it  was  decided  to  allocate  the  50  temporary  houses 
CAluminiuni  Type)  on  a  points  systeme  This  system  worked  with 
commendable  success. 

The  Duplex  type  of  house  is  built  on  the  lines  of  two  flats  suitable 
for  occupation  be  newly  married  couples  or  with  slight  modification 
for  housing  old  people,  and  if  the  need  arises  could  be  conTferted 
into  one  house,  l^hereas  the  prefabricated  houses  are  temporary  these 
are  permanent  structures.  In  addition  to  the  activities  of  the  Town 
Council  and  the  St,  Oswald’s  Housing  Society,  the  Oswestry  Housing 
Trust  also  has  purchased  ground  on  which  it  hopes  to  erect  houses 
or  flats  suitable  for  occupation  by  elderly  people. 

HOUSE  HAMOEMENTt 

Tne  Council  has  nov/  decided  to  appoint  a  housing  manager.  The 
importance  of  such  an  appointment  cannot  be  overstressed. 

This  subject  has  been  dealt  with  in  various  annual  reports  since 
1931.  The  great  advantage  to  the  property  and  to  the  tenants  of  a 
trained  manager  of  the  right  type  is  surely  indisputable  and  cases 
of  neglected  or  dirty  houses  whicsii  often  only  come  oefore  tne  notice 
of  the  Health  Department  when  the  conditions  are  far  advanced  could  oe 
'orevented  by  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  a  sympathetic,  friendly 
manaq:er  whose  help  would  be  the  means  of  making  better  and  more 
careful  tenants. 

HOUSE  REPAIRS, 

During  the  last  few  years  the  shortage  of  men  and  materials  seems 
to  have  been  justified  in  some  cases  for  not  carrying  out  house 
repairs.  Today  while  the  shortage  still  exists  it  has  eased  and 

/ 
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the  Health  Department  has  experienced  little  difficulty  in 
getting  the  necessary  work  done,  but  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
only  essential  work  is  carried  out  and  that  under  licence. 

QVSRORQWDIHG. 

Under  the  present  conditions  there  has  had  to  be  a  certain  amount 
of  tolerance  with  regard  to  overcrowding  in  view  of  the  shortage 
of  accommodation  and  the  greater  demand  in  the  Tovm.  The  abnormal 
movement  of  population  m8k;es  computation  difficult.  Firm  action 
Was  necessary  in  a  few  cases  where  the  overcrowding  was  glaring 
and  there  v/as  no  reasonable  excuse.  The  return  of  demobilised 
ex-service  men  somewhat  aggravates  the  condition,  nevertheless 
it  can  be  s&ld  that  already  the  Oouncil  has  shown  a  great  leaning 
towards  this  section  of  the  community  in  the  allocation  of  nouses 
and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  policy  will  continue  in 

the  future.

Bug  infestation  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  and  humiliating  of 
all  infestations  which  come  under  the  control  of  the  Health 
Department o  »'.'ith  the  exception  of  cotta^ge  property  where  their 
existence  has  been  known  for  some  years  cases  of  infestation  arise 
through  the  purchase  of  second  hand  furniture,  bedding  and  upholstery 
and  oases  have  been  known  where  an  infestation  has  been  caused 
through  branspor tation  in  a  vehicle  which  previously  carried  bug 
infested  furniture;  occupiers  of  good  class  houses  have  had  this 
humiliating  experiencOo  These  infestations  could  be  minimised  if  the 
matter  is  immediately  reported  to  the  local,  sanitary  authority  and 
the  public  is  warned  especially  in  these  times  to  be  cautious  in  the 
pui-ohase  of  second  hand  upholstered  furniture  and  bedding.

‘  During  the  war  years  owing  to  shortage  of  staff  and  other  conditions 
there  was  a  relaxation  in  the  inspection  of  licensed  houses.  Always 


present  however  was  the  thought  that  this  matter  would  have  to  be 
taken  up  when  conditions  became  more  normal. 

During  the  year  an  inspection  has'^been  made  of  the  38  licensed  houses 
in  the  Town.  With  the  new  legislation  and  the  advance  of  Public 
X  Administration  wider  scope  is  given  to  deal  with  these  matters.  It

good  that  proprietors  of  such  places  realise  that  the  Sanitary 


Inspector’s  duties  are  not  confined  to  drains,  stables  and  the  like 
but  embrace  every  aspect  of  hygiene  in  relation  to  Public  Health. 

It  must  be  said  however  that  the  licensees  are  only  too  willing  to 


carry  out  suggestions  made  by  the  Department  but  have  been  held  up 
through  lack  of  material  and  labour o 

As  a  result  of  tHe  inspeotions  it  was  found  that  all  the  houses  with 
the  CKoeption  of  one  required  some  attention.  Some  was  of  a  minor 
character  and  in  a  few  cases  extensive  work  was  necessary.  The 
defects  included  in  many  cases  antiquated  pipes  and  pumps,  inadequate 
drip  sinks  deficient  of  hot  and  cold  running  water  and  insufficient 
ventilation  etc.  to  cellars.  \Vith  regard  to  sanitary  conveniences

some  of  the  houses  had  no  satisfactory  provision  for  both  sexes. 

A  large  proportion  required  repair  and  cleansing  and  others  should 


be  pulled  doTrvn  and  reconstructed  on  approved  sites.  Many  of  the 
licensed  rooms  required  cleansing  and  redecorating. 

It  IS  worthy  of  note  that  v/hile  the  Licensing  Justices  of  the 


Borough  have  felt  tiiat  during  the  war  it  has  been  impossible  to 
expect  licensees  to  carry  out  improvements  they  nov;  believe  the 
time  opportune  for  a  very  thorough  inspection  of  all  the  houses 


and  the  raising  of  them  up  to  a  reasonable  standard.

Visits  were  made  at  regular  intervals  during  the  year  to  the 
farms  and  dairies.  In  some  instances  there  v/as  cause  for  complaints 
but  they  were  of  a  minor  character  and  were  remedied. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  Borough  is  produced  outside 
the  To^^m.  Out  of  the  7  producers  in  the  Borough  4  designated, 
tv;o  of  them  being  Tuberculin  Tested  Farms  and  the  others  accredited. 
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T1i6  icancG  of  tiiies©  figuTGS  is  "bo  sliow  tliat  approximately 

80  to  90  percent  of  tne  millc  produced  in  the  Town  is  consumed 
outside  and  that  most  of  the  milk  drunk  by  the  Towns  people  is 
produced  at  farms  over  which  the  Borough  Health  Department  has 
no  supervision.  Sampling  of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  Borough 
for  examination  for  cleanlines's,  cream  content  etc.  continued 
at  regular  periods  and  in  six  instances  the  samples  did  not 
satisfy  the  prescribed  tests.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
producers  and  retailers  concerned  and  rectified.  Too  little 
attention  is  paid  to  the  personal  cleanliness  of  those  handling 
the  milk,  -particularly  retailers  who  at  one  time  took  pride  in 
keeping  themselves  and  their  vehicles  spick  and  span.  The 
bottling  of  milk  and  the  use  of  motor  transport  for  some  unknown 
reason  has  deprived  the  retailer  in  a  large  number  of  cases  of 
the  pride  he  previously  had  in  the  trade.  Inspections  of  the 
dairies  also  revealed  the  same  tendencies  and  it  is  important  to 
remember  that  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  stresses  that  the 
clothing  and  person  of  those  handling  the  milk  must  be  kept  at 
all  times  in  a  cleanly  condition.  There  is  no  excuse  for  laxness 
in  this  direction^ 

The  Milk  Marketing  Board  according  to  plans  recently  announced 
aims  a/c  the  gradual  but  steady  progress  towards  the  elimination 
of  c:.ll  animals  affected  with  disease  end  particularly  those 
cows  affected  with  Tuberculosis.  The  Nation  will  naturally  demand 
a.  pure  milk  supply  and  that  must  inevitably  raean  that  all  milk 
produced  in  the  Oountry  must  at  least  be  of  T.T.  standard.  The 
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building  up  of  the  nation’s  dairy  herds  on  a  foundation  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  will  be  v/atched  with  close  concern.  The 
scheme  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  greatest  importance  and  magnitude. 
While  the  progressive  farmer  eliminates  reactors  from  his  herd  it 
is  both  illogical  and  senseless  when  we  consider  that  the  animals 
in  question  are  immediately  available  for  sale  to  farmers  who  do 
not  trouble  whether  they  are  reactors  or  not.  Indeed  reacting 
animals  from  a  Tuberculin  Tested  herd  are  frequently  considered 
more  attractive  than  some  other  cows.  Mere  transfer  from  one  herd 
to  another  is  only  consistent  with  the  practice  of  the  ancient  Jews 
over  3000  years  ago  to  vaake  available  to  the  Gentiles  within  their 
gates  any  animal  which  v/as  considered  unclean.  Equally  important 
is  the  cow  which  evades  all  official  control  and  is  seen  in  its 
true  colours  at  the  Public  Abattoir  or  Central  Slaughterhouse  by 
the  meat  inspector  whose  main  concern  is  not  to  reflect  on  its 
fitness  for  milking  during  its  life  but  rather  whether  its  diseased 
condition  v/arrants  nothing  less  than  unreserved  condemnation. 

Costly  as  it  may  be  it  is  imperative  that  serious  efforts  should 
be  made  to  secure  the  complete  elimination  of  all  reacting  animals 
and  isolation  of  unhealthy  animals  from  the  public  milk  supply# 

PASTEURISATION  OF  i-ILK. 

As  wa.s  anticipated  in  last  year’s  report  the  provision  of  a 
pasteurising  plant  has  now  been  realised.  It  is  natural  that 
a  section  of  the  public  influenced  by  w&ight  of  medical  (bpinion 
prefer  pasteurised  milk.  Pasteurisation  is  an  official  treatment. 
Milk  sold  as  such  undergoes  a  process  conforming  with  official 
regulations.  It  destroys,  if  scrupulously  controlled,  bacteria 
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which  may  otherwise  constitute  a  potential  menace  to  Public 
Health  and  at  the  same  time  it  leaves  the  product  assured  of 
a  greater  keeping  quality  than  would  occur  in  similar  milk  if 


left  untreated.  It  miBt  however  be  pointed  out  that  boiling 
milk  in  the  ordinary  way  is  not  pasteurisation.  When  milk  is 
BOILED  some  of  its  valuable  properties  are  destroyed  and  its 
flavour  changed,  iith  pasteurisation  the  milk  is  not  robbed  of 
the  various  food  values  it  contains  nor  is  its  taste  affected; 
The  latter  point  is  supported  by  practical  tests  carried  out  at 
the  Health  Department.  As  rdght  be  expected  there  has  been 
temporary  prejudice  against  this  milk  V7hich  appears  to  have 
subsided.  Samples  of  pasteurised  milk  examined  for  fat  content 
etc.  have  been  taken  regularly  and  all  have  been  satisfactory.

The  remaining  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  were  the 
responsioility  of  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Sanitary  Inspector, 
The  arrangements  lor  inspection  and  distribution  remain  unchanged, 
the  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  h'illow  Street  still  functioning 
for  the  slaughter  and  distribution  of  meat  including  frozen  and 
tinned  meat  for  tne  Borough,  Oswestry  Rural  District  and  part  of 
Montgomeryshire  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food-  The 
inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Borough  end  Rural  District 
Sanitary  Inspeccors,  the  latter  doing  the  inspections  one  vjeek 
in  every  three.  Since  the  centralisation  of  slaughtering  in 
Oswestry  which  has  continued  since  I940  the  need  for  the  provision 
of  a  Public  Abattoir  has  become  even  more  aionarent. 

It  has  been  stated  that  this  question  has  been  before  the  Council 


for  30  years. 

In  1926  the  late  Dr.  Deresford,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  referred 
in  his  annual  report  to  the  disadvantages  of  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  Town.  In  1929  the  Council  supported  a  resolution  of  xhe 
Yeovil  Council  urging  the  Minister  of  Health  to  introduce 
legislation  to  make  the  establishment  of  public  abattoirs  compulsory 
and  for  the  abolition  of  all  private  slaughterhouses.  In  1934 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector  presented 
a  special  report  on  the  condition  of  the  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  and  on  the  nee  d  for  a  public  abattoir.  A  sub-committee 
appointed  visited  iTrexham  abattoir  and  was  agreed  upon  the  necessity 
for  a  public  abattoir.  In  1935  "t^Me  Council  passed  a  resolution  that 
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a  public  acaijisoir  sliould  be  provided*  In  1937  site  was  decided 
upon  and  ne^'otiations  for  the  purchase  were  commenced.  In  1938 
the  Council  decided  that  a  Oui'npulsory  Purchase  Order  be  obtained 
to  purchase  the  site  after  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  Livestock  Commission  had  been  obtained.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  Town  Clerk  had  an  interview  v/ith  the 
officials  of  the  Ministry  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  need  for 
a  public  abattoir  on  public  health  .grounds  was  recognised  but  the 
question  was  also  affected  by  the  decision  as  to  a  regional 
slaughterhouse  for  an  area  including  Oswestry. 

Tne  advent  of  'war  put  an  end  to  the  matter  for  the  time  being 

I 

but  the  question  is  now  being  raised  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
Oswestry’s  position  both  geographically  and  irom  the  market 
standpoint  will  enhance  its  claim  for  the  erection  of  a  public 
abattoir  in  Oswestry. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

« 

Food  inspection  in  its  multiple  and  varied  orancnes  has  oeen  for 
obvious  reasons  in  ...greater  demand  than  in  peace  time.  Damage  in 
transit  and  certain  effects  through  storage  nave  oeen  the  chief 
causes  for  complaint.  It  is  realised  that  storage  of  food  in  these 
times  on  such  a  gigantic  scale  is  a  great  problem  for  the  Ministry 
of  Food  but  there  is  ample  evidence  locally  that  stocks  should 
be  turned  over  in  many  cases  far  sooner  aiid  more  frequently 
than  hitherto.  The  waste  through  rough  handling  on  the  railways 
and  pilfering  is  no  small  item  in  the  loss  of  food  in  these 
critical  times.  In  such  cases  the  Food  Inspector’s  role  when 
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dealing  Y;ith  the  foods  could  be  aptly  described  as  Food  Salvage 
Officer.  The  r-iarkets  have  received  regular  inspections-  The 
present  improvised  accommodation  in  Church  Street  has  served  a 
useful  purpose  but  the  return  to  the  Gross  Market  will  be  eagerly 
looked  forward  to.  Most  of  the  food  condemned  other  than  meat 
has  been  food  damaged  in  transit*, 

ICE  cream > 

The  registration  of  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  of  ice 
cream  has  had  a  dual  effect.  It  has  disposed  of  premises 


unsuitable  for  the  purpose  from  the  standpoint  of  hygiene  and 
also  has  encouraged  more  modern  means  of  manufacture,  which 
disposes  of  the  clumsy  and  unwholesome  methods  of  the  past. 

Ice  cream  should  be  a  nutritious  and  refreshing  food  but  it  can 
be  a  dangerous  food  if  not  properly  handled.  Tne  production  of 
ice  cream  is  g.overned  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  193^.  Tnis  Ac  i. 
is  administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.  How  bhat  rhe  ban  on  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
has  been  lifted  by  the  Government  and  the  fact  that  its  pre-war 
constituents  are  not  now'  available  to  the  trade  an  increasingly 
vigilant  eye  will  be  kept  on  the  product. 

SHOPS  A0T3. 

Shortage  of  staff  and  difficulties  brought  about  by  the  war 
have  perhaps  led  to  some  relaxation  in  the  administration  of 
the  Shops  Acts.  However  now  that  conditions  are  oecoming  more 
normal  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  must  he 
pursued  with  renewed  vinour.  Shop  assistants  in  Oswestry  form 
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a  large  part  of  ttie  viorking  community. 

OOMOH  LODGIUG  HOUSE. 

Numljer  of  inspections  made  during  tlie  year  52 

There  were  a  number  of  minor  complaints  but  when  these  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  keeper  they  were  attended  to  promptly.
